“Are we to conclude that the 
friendship of fine, warm- 
hearted, profoundly generous 
and brotherly Protestant mine 
isters for Jews is calculated as 
a means to an end—and that 
they would sow discord in Jews 
ish homes by a kind of benign 
bribery of innocent children?” 

The courageous Reform rabbi, 
who last year figured in a fight 
against intrusion of Christmas 
celebrations into the schools, as- 
serted that he did not fear an 
intensified drive for Jewish con- 
verts. “The harvest has always 
been negligible,” he declared. 


RABBI FEINBERG described 
the report as unrealistic, tactless 
and misguided, however sincere 
and well meaning. 

He took exception to the re- 
port’s declaration that Jews 
must be treated as a “person” 
and then as a “potential child 
of God....” He said that the 
word potential suggests that the 
Jew is denied the status of be- 
ing a child of God until he en- 
ters the church. 

“More urgent than Christian 
missions to Jews,” he con- 
cluded, “are. Jewish missions 
to Jews and Christian missions 
to Christians. True religion be- 
gins at home.” 

He added: 

“The. challenge of this hour 
is. for men and women of all 
faiths to translate into every-

This may set in motion a 
grave series of reactions which 
eventually may eliminate the 
Jewish teacher, Salpeter warned, 
asking: “Which orthodox non- 
Jews would allow a Jewish in- 


structor to teach their children 


religion?” 

The panel decided that the 
synagogue must .be vocal on 
matters of church and_e state, 
civil liberties, civil rights, im- 
Smigration, legislation, United 
PNations and community rela- 
tions. To what extent a syna- 


gogue may go without causing 
fcollateral prejudice and damage 
rather than good was explored, 
but it was agreed that the syna- 
gogue had a duty to be vocal.

DENVER (NJP) — In these

Charging that responsibility 
for the fracas rested with the 
ZOA, the Independents declared 
that it “is absurd for the ZOA 
to assert that the issue of ‘af- 
filiation’ is a ‘red herring’ or to 
deny its identification with the

WHILE THE resolution noted 
“with regret and concern” the 
fact that Israel had not yet with- 
drawn fully from the Sharm el- 
Sheikh area at the Gulf of 
Aqaba and from the Gaza Strip, 
and recalled the previous reso- 
lutions demanding withdrawal, 
its operative paragraph merely 
called on the secretary general 
to report on compliance within 
five days. 

What is happening is that Is- 
rael, heartened by an outpouring 
of understanding on the part of 
important delegations concern- 
ing the dangers facing her both 
in the Aqaba and Gaza areas, is 
engaged in making known to 
Mr. Hammarskjold “simultane- 
ous and related measures” re- 
garding these areas.

Operatic Album Is Miracle 
As Glimpse At Past Music, 


Advancement

This Century 


“Fifty Years of Great Operatie Singing” (RCA-Victor) does 


double duty. 


It affords a magic glimpse into the past, and in a 


way, is a tale of recording advancement since the beginning of 


the century. 


Irving Kolodin, music editor of the Saturday Review, has 


picked 68 operatic excerpts from 
RCA-Victor’s treasure house of 
master discs, and annotated 
them with text and photographs. 
RCA has spirally bound the re-

The cost is not 
meager, but 
neither is one’s 
pleasure in it. 

EACH DISC in the quintet of 
recordings spans a decade. Much 
is omitted, and opera fans will 
have legitimate reasons to com- 
plain about Kolodin’s prefer- 
ences. Still, any choice would 
perforce have to leave some-

is the opportunity to hear again 
vocalists who were Jewish, from 
the earliest days to Jan Peerce.

RCA’s engineers have done a 
miraculous job of cleaning up 
the ancient discs. One may find 
the male voices reproduce better 
than the distaff side in those 
days, but this is a detail. The 
Golden Age of opera is offered 
here in most liberal portion (Vic- 
tor is an industry leader in this 
respect), and opera lovers have 
only to lift the cover of this 
plus presentation to step once

“Deux Melodies Hebraique,” is 
played by Yehudi Menuhin on 
another RCA _ Victor release 
(LHMV 22), Piano accompani- 
ment is by Gerald Moore. This 
is a single record in an album 
which includes Nielsen’s Concer- 
to for Violin and Orchestra, and 
two other “encore” pieces—De- 
bussy’s “La Fille aux cheveux 
de lin” and the Spanish Dance 
from Falla’s “La Vida Breve.” 
Menuhin realizes all the singing 
sweetness of the Kaddish with- 
out sacrificing a note of pride 
or dignity. It is a peaceful, sun- 
ilt reading played with exquisite 
tone. 


SOME OF the eight numbers 
sung by basso Sidor Belarsky in 
“Songs of Israel” (RCA Victor) 
have been recorded by him be- 
fore—other labels, other times. 
Belarsky is rather heavy for the 
spirit and liveliness one has come 
to expect in Israel folk songs. 
Nonetheless, there is no objec- 
tion to the voice, which is even 
more careful and velvety here 
than in more recent efforts, 

Belarsky, however, is_ indeli- 
bly identified with Yiddish folk 
material, and there is in his 
voice an element suggesting ca- 
balistic wonder. 


“LIKRAS SHABOS” (RCA 
Victor), sung by baritone Fred- 
erick Lechner of New York’s 
Central Synagogue, contains an 
even dozen selections from Sab- 
bath liturgy. The choir of the 
synagogue is under the direc- 
tion of Lazar Weiner. Alexander 
D. Richardson is at the organ. 


Victor manages the acoustics 
of the cavernous Central syna- 
gogue with resonant skill, s0 
that the voices of the choir are 
bunched together glossily, We 
have never heard Lechner sound 
better. Much of the music wag 
unfami§ar to us, angular, dis. 
turbing, harsh and command 
ing, marvelously suited. Trans 
literations and English transla. 
tions are printed on the jacket; 
RCA might have included the 
composers and their dates.

THERE ARE three Victor ref 
issues you may be interested in.

Ben Swig Never Turns Away 
A Meritorious Public Appeal

SAN FRANCISCO—It is difficult to put Ben (Banjamin Harrison) Swig, Jewish philanthrop- 
ist, trans-continental real estate operator who col’ects multi-storied office buildings much as other 
men might collect rare old postage stamps—member in good standing of seven synagogues and at 
the same time chairman of both the men’s guild of the Roman 
Shepherd here and the Protestant Salvation Army’s annual Christmas Fund drive—into any ready- 


made category. 

Swig, 63 years old, 6 feet tall, 
who is’ beginning to worry 
about his weight of “over 200,” 
doesn’t seem to fit into any sin- 
gle pigeon-hole, Signs of his 
presence are abundant in other

The historic Fairmont hotel 
here, which Mr. Swig purchased 
in 1945 after coming to San 
Franeisco from Boston, and 
where he lives rather simply 
and eats lightly amid the rich 
surroundings and the continu- 
ous hum of cocktail parties and 
banquets, was finished a year 
after the great earthquake and 
fire of 1906. 

Its massive stone shell, cov- 
ering a complete city block, sur- 
vived the fire. Senator James 
Fair, an early-day millionaire, 
erected it imposingly on one of 
the city’s highest hills to serve 
both as a public hotel] and as a 
home for his daughter, Mrs. 
Tessie Oeclrichs. Mrs. Oelrichs 
had had her splash in New York 
society and was ready to come 
home. 

Over the years the hotel] be- 
came a mausoleum-like asylum 
for other wealthy old ladies and 
ite cavernous rooms were hard- 
ly half occupied. When Ben. Swig 
took over he threw out the 19th 
century stylishness and brought 
in the plush modern. He put in 
bars, restaurants, shops, dance 
bands, floor shows, a_ theater. 
And, ‘as the saying goes, the 
old place—and perhaps some of 
the old ladies, too—began to 
jump. 

ONE CAN always locate vis- 
iting Israeli personages at the 
Fairmont. All the big Israel 
bond-selling and other fund-rais- 
ing events—many with food and 
drink served free—are held 
there. At a recent bond rally, 
Mrs. Mae Swig, Ben’s wife, 
beaming with pleasure and look- 
ing very well in spite of a se- 
vere illness from which she had 
just arisen, was decorated by Is- 
rael’s consul general. 

The Swigs have twice visited 
Israel. He is deeply proud of 
Israel's existence. He is not much 
of a bookman himself, but one 
of the statistics which impressed 
itself on his memory {fs that “pro- 
Portionately, more books are

sold in Israel than in any other 
nation.” 

He makes public talks on many 
occasions in behalf of Israeli 
causes and acquits himself cred- 
itably. While his speeches are 
nothing fancy, they are gener- 
ally brief and to the point and 
are obviously — being so well- 
tailored to Mr. Swig’s personal- 
ity—delivered without benefit of 
ghost writers, 

COMPETING for attention in 
Mr. Swig’s office are plaques, 
medals and scrolls of commen- 
dation from Israel. These almost 
eover one entire wall. On other 
walls, in token of Mr. Swig’s 
political] faith, are autographed 
photos of Harry Truman and 
Adlai Stevenson; in token of oth- 
er interests a color photo of Car- 
dinai Spellman in his red hat, 
inscribed by the cardinal] in his 
own hand as a Christmas card; 
an autographed photo of Gen. 
Mark Clark; a 1954 letter from 
Paik Too Chin, prime minister 
of the Republic of Korea, thank- 
ing Mr. Swig for his help to 
Korean students. 

Several years ago when Kath- 
leen Norris, the novelist, put 
her country estate in the Santa 
Cruz mountains near here on the 
market for sale, Mr. Swig quick- 
ly appraised it as a bargain, took 
an option on it, organized an- 
other committee to raise funds, 
and soon bought the place to 
turn it into a summer camp for 
Jewish children.

Happy tidings came in A, Al- 
perin’s mail! The Day-Journal 
writer was delighted to receive 
a Hebrew publication from Lis- 
bon, Portugal, reporting that the 
community of Marranos recon- 
verted to Judaism is flourishing.

strong. Many of the Marrano re-

UNHEARD of as is such an 
arrangement today, in the time- 
goidened past it was accepted, 
although infrequent, usage. 

Participant in the two most 
celebrated odd-figure fights in 
ring history was Abe Attell, 
featherweight champion from 
1908 to 1912. 

Attell faced Owen Moran, a 
British fighter of more than 
ordinary skill, on Sept. 7, 1908, 
in San Francisco. The fight was 
scheduled for 23 rounds. 

How had this rather odd fig- 
ure been arrived at? 

Earlier in the year Attell and 
Moran had fought to a 20-round 
draw. Abe had started fast and 
slipped in the late rounds, while 
Moran had come back from a 
poor start to outpoint Attell at 
the closing. 

When the time came for re- 
match talk, Moran figured that 
since it took him 20 rounds to 
warm up, he could do ever so 
much better in 25. Attell, on 
the other hand, wasn’t too happy 
about going 20 again and would 
not even consider 25, 

THE PROMOTER, a _ second 
Solomon or Henry Clay, offered 
the happy solution: 23 Rounds. 

As it turned out, it was 
wasted time and motion. In the 
second meeting, Moran and At- 
tell fought to. a 23-round draw. 

Attell’s other celebrated odd- 
figure fight was even more un- 
usual. 

In 1902 Attell fought Benny 
Yanger in St. Louis. Yanger’s 
manager insisted on _ bringing 
along George Siler to referee.

Israel’s Pipeline 
Nears Completion; 


Eilat’s Role Grows 


JERUSALEM — As workers 
rushed to complete the 8-inch 
oil pipeline which Israel is build- 
ing from Eilat to Haifa, there 
was confirmation of reports of 
interest from an _ unexpected 
source {n a 32-inch pipeline. 

The smaller pipeline should 
be in operation late in April. It 
will Be large enough to provide 
transportation for Israel’s oil 
needs. The larger line would com- 
pete with the Suez Canal for 
large ‘tankers carrying oil to 
Western Europe. 

The centering of world inter- 
est on Eilat was indicated also 
with news that a vessel carrying 
a shipment of 400 to 500 tons of 
hides and coffee en route for 
Europe would unload at the 
port. The cargo would be 
brought by truck to Beersheba 
and thence shipped by rail to 
Haifa, 

The experiment is expected to 
save from 15 to 20 per cent of 
the shipping cost as against the 
route around the Cape of Good 
Hope.

THE MYSTERY OF THE SIL- 
VER FISH, by Eleazer Freed,

During most of this time he 
has served as rabbi of the Jew- 
ish Center of New York, lead- 
ing Orthodox congregation. 

His addresses are no mere 
defenses of Torah and observ- 
ance; they stress the personal 
and social] ethics inherent in Ju- 





daism as a way of life. What is 
more, they combat certain con- 
ventional protests against tra- 
dition by demonstrating that Ju- 
daism provides joy and content- 
ment to those who uphold it. 

The studies here include trav- 
el notes, current American and 
Israel] problems, the proprieties 
ef the rabbinate, and an impres- 
sive essay on modern trends in 
American Judaism. There is 
much valuable material in the 
book, augmented by reference 
to all sources. It will be widely 
read and consulted. 
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THE ROSENWALD LESSON 


It can’t help but embitter a few Zionists who have 
fought for the idea of a Jewish state when it meant actual 
social ostracism to see the reception given to Lessing Ro- 
senwald, the chairman of the board of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism in Israel. 

But a little analysis will show that this is only be- 
cause we live in an imperfect world. a 

The naughty child, or let’s be kind and say the sick 
one, gets the attention. The healthy ones tend to be ignored. 

But even so there are several lessons involved. 

One is that men like Rabbi Silver, who were actually 
snubbed by the same Ben-Gurion who receives Lessing 
Rosenwald, should not have been given the cavalier treat- 
ment they received. If it is right to try to win Mr. Rosen- 
wald away from his vicious policies which have proven so 
harmful to Israel, then it was also right that those who 
like Rabbi Silver have given their lives to the cause of 
Israel, should have been received for the world important 
Jewish figures that they were. 

The same situation, although not to the same degree, 
is reflected in the way Israel treats the American Jewish 
Committee. Within 48 hours after Israel had marched into 
the Sinai desert, Ambassador Eban was sitting down with 
Committee bigwigs to hear their view that Israel should 
not defy the United Nations. The Zionist organizations 
and their leaders could have brought Theodor Herzl back 
to life again, and not have gotten the same consideration. 

Yet the Committee, too, has done important work for 
Israel. It has never gotten on the bandwagon, but its sup- 
port of Israel on many occasions has been the big factor 
which has counteracted the nasty, inhuman activities of the 
American Council for Judaism. 

Incidentally, Rosenwald said in Israel that he hasn’t 
been anti-Israel, only anti-Zionist. This is hardly like Mr. 
Rosenwald, who if anything has been the great stickler 
for honesty. This sounds like the Nazis saying they were 
not anti-American, only against American policies. 

One need only review Council activities and see how 
they blew up every incident unfavorable to Israel, and 
played down any Israel achievements to see how hollow 
is this protestation that the Council is not anti-Israel. 


EQUALITY OF RACES 


The statement of 18 leading social psychologists to the 
effect that there is no essential difference in intelligence 
between the races will have little bearing either on those 
Jews in Israel who practice discrimination against the 
colored Jews there, or the Jews in the South who con- 
sider the Negro inferior or the Jews in the North who 
hurriedly desert sections when Negroes begin to move in. 

Prejudice, it will be seen, is not an evil limited only 
to non-Jews or to Southerners. It is endemic among Jews, 
too. 

The statement issued by the 18 social scientists de- 
elared that: 

“The available scientific evidence indicates that much, 
perhaps all, of the observable difference among various 
racial and national groups may be explained in terms of 
environmental differences. .. . 

“It seems clear, therefore, that fears based on the as- 
sumption of innate racial difference are not well founded.” 

For many whites who practice discrimination, it can 
be said that they actually believe the Negro to be inferior, 
Jews know better, if not from their knowledge of scientific 
data on the matter, then from their tradition and teaching 
or experience. 

If the tradition is weak in certain Jews, there is one 
thing almost all Jews have a first-hand knowledge of and 
that is discrimination. How he can cry out against treat- 
ment as an inferior by his non-Jewish neighbors, while at 
the same time practicing such discrimination against his 
own Negro neighbors is understandable only because 
hypocrisy is a widespread human failing. 

Eventually, the South will come to accept equal treat- 
ment for the Negro. It will be a black mark against the 
Southern Jew if he follows instead of leads in this de- 
véiopment. 


NO ANSWER REQUIRED 


If any of the crew members of the three B-52s that 
made that world-circling record flight last week had been 
Jewish, we wonder if the planes would have been per- 
mitted to refuel over the United States air base at Dharan 
in Saudi Arabia. Does the ban against United States Jew- 
ish servicemen include the air space over Saudi Arabia, too? 
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The problem of getting news to Jewish 
readers first is one which the Anglo-Jewis® 
press is going to have to give serious con- 
sideration to, lest it find itself relegated to 
covering such exciting occurrences as bar 
mitzvas and weddings, etc. 

We've complained bitterly here, but to 
no avail, against the practice of our national 
Jewish organizations ignoring even fair jour- 
nalistic treatment in issuing their releases to 
the daily press first without giving the weekly 
Anglo-Jewish press an opportunity to print it. 

You recall our resentment against the 
announcement first in the daily press of the 
election of Morris Berinstein as new head of 
the United Jewish Appeal before the news 
could possibly have been printed in the Jew- 
ish weekly press. 

The Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
Brith, whom we were going to call on to 
save us from this discrimination by the na- 
tional Jewish organizations, did the same 
thing this week in connection with a release 
on the prevalence of anti-Jewish bias in 
hiring practices. 

There is another and more _ involved 
situation as regards te the daily bulletin is- 
sued by The Jewish Telegraphic Agency. One 
can hardly blame the JTA, as this only shows 
their enterprise, plus the fact that they are 
providing a necessary service to the Jewish 
community. But the fact remains that the 
weekly Jewish press is scooped day in and day 
out, week in and week out because the news 
is thereby released before the weekly press 
gets a chance to print it. 

We at The POST do not subscribe to the 
JTA service, since we have our own news- 
gathering apparatus, which, because it seeks 
out news under our direction, can provide 
us with the kind of news that we believe a 
national Jewish weekly should cover. But 
still, a weekly can hardly compete on spot 
news with a daily, so we try to do the job 
either more intelligently or more compre- 
hensively, and so far few of our readers have 
complained about our news coverage. 

What the JTA does is its own business, 
and even though its funds come from the 
Jewish community at large, it has a right to 
try to do the job of spreading Jewish news 
in the fastest and most complete way possible. 
But the national Jewish organizations are 
just spitting in the faces of the weekly press, 


who incidentally they seek out week after week 
to carry the bulk of their message to the 
Jewish community. This should be stopped. 
There is no rhyme or reason to it. The dailies 
will be just as eager to print the news re- 
leases of the national Jewish organizations 
one week as the next. Of course, when there 
is a time element involved, everyone recog- 
nizes that the national Jewish organizations 
can’t be expected to hold up the news, but 
this. is seldom the case. 

We urge a restudy of this matter. We’re 
sure the weekly Jewish press has co-operated 
te the utmost, and we hold out the thesis 
that they deserve a little consideration, too. 


BACK IN NOVEMBER, in our issue of 
the 23d, we published an account of the three- 
day conference convened by the American 
Jewish Committee to mark the opening of 
the Committee’s 50th anniversary celebration. 
Our report told of the findings of a survey 
of 170,000 people, composed of eight nation- 
ality groups, in East Midtown Manhattan.. 
This was the first time any findings of the 
report had been made, and Dr. Oscar Hand- 
lin, professor of History at Harvard was the 
study director of this AJC conference. 

In summing up the studies at the Con- 
ference, Dr. Handlin stated that “the Ameri- 
can ¢hildren educated in Protestant, Catholic 
and Jewish religious schools seek as full in- 
tegration into American life as those attend- 
ing public schools.” 

Our report declared that -the American 
Jewish Committee had made the survey, 
which in fact was made by Cornell Medical 
College. 

What happened was that the report of 
the survey had been made at the AJC con- 
ference, and it was an AJC r , not a Cor- 
nell Medical College man, wiio drew the in- 
ference on parochial schoo!s from the report. 
Our confusion was due to faulty reading of 
the news release of the American Jewish 
Committee. Aad if you think that this was 
poor journalism, then we suggest that you 
read this little piece all over again, because 
the chances are you'd get the same ‘impres- 
sion we got from the news release, coming 
as it did from the AJ Committee, and with 
both Cornell College Men and AJ Committee 
men mentioned at various places. 
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MISHPATIM: 


The Lex Talionis 
Still Plagues Us

One of the starkest ironies of Jewish 
history is that the great legal code which 
follows hard upon the Ten Commandments 
is remembered in the Christian world largely 
for one phrase—“eye for an eye.” 

Not so long ago when the Israelis under- 
took to clean out a center of 
infiltration on the Jordan 
border, Time magazine cap- 
tioned its account of this 
military defense measure 
with the phrase, “Five eyes 
for an eye.” 

Prejudices enjoy a pecu- 
liar immortality. They 
spring to the consciousness 
= even of men who pride them- 
Weinstein selves on fair-minded ob- 
jectivity. They die hard. We hardly need 
the assurance of the latest scientific studies 
of prejudice that there is no correlation be- 
tween intelligence and freedom from bias. 

Certainly Paul of Tarsus and the learned 
Fathers of the Church of Rome knew better, 
but that did not restrain them from describ- 
ing the Jewish code of justice as a hard, re- 
lentless, merciless concept. 





THEY KNEW very well that “eye for an 
eye” was a legal phrase meaning the mone- 
tary value of an eye for the loss of an eye. 
They knew the verse in Leviticus XXIV, 18: 
“Whoever kills an animal shall pay for it, 
life for life.’ They knew the parallel pas- 
sage in Number XXXV, 31: “Ye shall take 
no ransom for the life of a manslayer which 
is guilty of death.” 

But their knowledge was not quite strong 
enough to overtake the compulsions of 
proselytizing. 

Aside from the New Testament and the 
anti-Pharisaic, anti-Rabbinic attitude it en- 
gendered in later Christians, no single literary 
document has done as much to perpetuate 
the “eye for an eye” libel of Jewish ethics 
as Shakespeare’s “Merchant of Venice.” 

Surely Shakespeare knew better. He was 


not captive to the prejudices of “the Jew of 
Malta” or “the adventure of Gianetto.” He 
had no illusions concerning the Christian piety 
of the decadent nobleman Antonio or of his 
princely parasites. Nor was he so _ over- 
whelmed with the loving kindness of Portia 
as not to see the shrewd exhibitionist behind 
her judicial robes. 


THE POET and philosopher in Shakes- 
peare saw Shylock as the tragic victim of a 
hypocritical, almost schizophrenic Christian 
community, condemning interest with priggish 
righteousness and yet accepting profit as an 
evil necessity. He found no mitigation what- 
ever for the responsibility of Christian preju- 
dice and persecution in the behavior of the 
Jew. 

But Shakespeare was also a playwright 
whose dramas, comedies and tragedies had 
to have box-office appeal. He was con- 
strained to throw a sop, a bone to the vulgar 
crowds in the pit. What the lines would not 
provide in the way of circus amusement, the 
actors did. Even David Warfield took special 
pains to whet his knife upon the sole ef his 
foot and test it against the nail of his thumb, 
as a shohet his chalif. 

So it happens tragically that.two great 
literary documents—one the biography of the 
gentlest man on earth, the other the product 
of the most understanding heart that ever put 
pen to paper—conspire to keep alive the old 
canard, “an eye for an eye,” plucked from a 
code that was infinitely more compassionate 
than the legal codes of all ancient nations, 
destined to revile a people who are the merci- 
ful sons of merciful parents. 


WHEN THE LIBEL is spewed by the 
million-tongued pages of Time, it is time to 
turn Antonio’s strictures against Shylock on 
the successors of Antonio: 

“The devil can cite scripture for his purpose. 
An evil soul producing holy witness 

Is like a villain with a smiling cheek— 

A goodly apple rotten at the heart. 

O what a goodly outside falsehood hath!”

GRUSD TACKLES QUESTION 


OF, “WHAT IS 


© Editor, National Jewish POST: 

In his letter asking me what 
a Jew is, Bernard Teitelbaum 
has posed the No. 1 problem of 
the ideological front in Ameri- 
can Jewish life. I welcome the 
opportunity to answer, 

There is no ONE answer, ex- 
cept to a totalitarian or a fa- 
natic. 

Even the question itself would 
have been thought naive by our 
ancestors before emancipation, 
less than two centuries ago. To 
them, a Jew was a person born 
of a Jewish mother, who ob- 
served all of the 613 command- 
ments applicable te him. More- 
over, he was Jewish in all the 
ways possible—by religion, na- 
tionality, and culture, That does 
not mean all Jews were saints 
and scholars, but it does mean 
that even the am ho-oretz of 
those times was committed to 
the religion, nationality, and cul- 
ture of the Jewish people, re- 
gardless of how limited his own 
capacities were in those respects. 

But times have changed. We 
(outside of Israel) are ne longer 
Jews either “naturally” or by 
compulsion. Today we are Jews 
by our own volition, our own 
free choice. There is no secular 
or religious authority in the 
United States that can force us 
to join a synagogue, support a 
Jewish cause, say a prayer, or 
anything else. We tend to con- 
form, not to the patterns of our 
ancestors’ ghettos, but to those 
of our non-Jewish neighbors 
around us, 

In practical terms, this means 
that very few ef us are any

longer Jews by religion AND by 
nationality AND by culture. For 
most of us, the “and” has be- 
come “or.’’ Some of us are Jews 
by religion alone, others by a 
sense of peoplehood alone, still 
others by culture alone, Some 
of us consider ourselves as be- 
ing Jews by two out of these 
three factors. But very few by 
all three. 

In other words, the kind of 
total commitment by which our 
ancestors considered themselves 
Jews does not obtain for most 
of us. We pick and choose the 
extent of our commitment. Some 
of us obey all the command. 
ments applicable te us; others 
very few; still others, none at 
all, Yet, if a person considers 
himself a Jew, he Is a Jew. 
There is no authority to deny 
that privilege to him. 

In a way, just as America 
grants all its citizens the right 
to practice whatever religion 
they please, so Judaism in mod- 
ern America grants to all Jews 
the right to practice as much or 
as little of it as they see fit, 
and yet remain Jews. The prime 
minister of Israel is a Jew by 
nationality and culture, but not 
a Synagogue-goer, The chief rab- 
bi of the Naturei Karta is a 
Jew by religion and culture, but 
hates Israeli nationhood so much 
that he has threatened to lead 
his group to Jordan. Would Mr. 
Teitelbaum be so bold as to de- 
clare these two men are not 
Jews?

highest bench.” I believe he is 
mistakera in his statement. 

I am one of the pioneers of 
one of the first Jewish farm 
colonies established with funds 
of Baron de Hirsch. It then was 
known as Alliance, N. J. (now 
called Norma). That was in 
1882, 

In 1888, when I was a young- 
ster, my parents moved to the 


colony, and bought a small par- 
cel of land and lived there until 
their death, which was in 1934. 
We still keep up the old home- 
stead, of course, only for senti- 
mental reasons. 

Now I remember the family 
Perskie, 
colony. One of the sons, Joseph 
B. Perskie, now practicing law 
at Atlantic City, was appointed 
to the supreme court of the 
state of New Jersey on March 
28, 1933, and served two seven- 
year terms. 

This makes three Jews who 
were appointed as justices of 
the New Jersey Supreme Court. 

I think I am right, and would 
like a correction.

YEARS OLD; 


NO LONGER EXPERIMENTAL 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

I would like to call the at- 
tention of your readers to an 
error which appeared in Carl 
Alpert’s column published in 
your issue of Jan. 11. Mr. Al- 
pert has given a detailed report 
on a group of young Americans 
from Young Judaea who are 
spending a year in Israel un- 
der their sponsorship. He re- 
fers to this group of 15 young 
people between the ages of 17- 
20 as an “experimental group 
. « » Who are blazing the trail 
for an _ educational program 
which may have far - reaching 
effects in organized Jewish edu- 
cation in America.” He gives 
a full account of the program 
which includes work in a kib- 
butz, travel, and study. 

It is strange that Mr. Alpert 
refers to the group as “experi- 
mental” and as “blazing a trail.” 
In an article published by The 
National Jewish POST on July 
24, 1953, in the very same col- 
umn, under the heading, “How 
Young Americans React To 
Youth Workshop In Israel,” Mr. 
Alpert submitted a warm report 
on the program ef Habonim’s 
Second Workshop — resembling 
closely the report on Young 
Judaea — and summed up by 
saying: 

“Now entering its third year, 
the Habonim Workshop is no 
longer an experiment. These 
young people have had a fine 
and healthy experience. They 
have learned self-reliance. They 
have been brought closer to 
their people, so that whether as 
settlers in Israel, or community 
leaders in Montreal or Detroit, 
they have a better understand- 
ing of Jewish life.” 

The first organization to come 
forward with a program of 
work, study, and travel in Is- 


rael was Habonim Labor Zion- 
ist Youth, who in 1950 estab- 
lished the first Youth Workshop 
in Israel. After six successful 
Workshops, in which over 300 
young people have participated, 
Habonim is now planning its 
Seventh Youth Workshop in Is- 
rael. 

In this program, anitiated six 
years ago, Habonim has made 
a considerable contribution in 
strengthening the bridge between 
America and Israel. Many par- 
ticipants in Habonim’s Work- 
shops have returned to Israel 
after completing their studies in 
the States and many more who 
are remaining in the States are 
contributing greatly to Israel’s 
cause here and to Jewish com- 
munal life. 

We are very proud that many 
organizations have used the Ha- 
bonim Workshop as a model 
for their own. Young Judaea, 
B’nei Akiva, Junior Hadassah, 
and Hashomer Hatzair have all 
emulated the Workshop plan, 
but despite the many organiza- 
tions in the field and despite 
the years of Habonim’s experi- 
ence, relatively few young Jews 
ish men and women have taken 
advantage of the courses offered. 
In this respect, perhaps, Carl 
Alpert is correct in calling the 
course experimental. 

It should be pointed out thats 
a feature which distinguishes 
Habonim’s Youth Workshop in 
Israel from the other similar 
plans is its acceptance of all 
comers regardless ef affiliation 
who meet the standard requiree 
ments. Another important feae 
ture is the stress placed upon 
eventual return to Israel for 
permanent settlement.
